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ECUMENICAL MAY 
TAKE UP SOLUTION 
OF ROMAN DISPUTE 


World-Wide Council Which 
Pope Is Expected to Call 
for 1930 Faces Variety of 

- Problems. 


WILL BE THE FIRST 
TO MEET SINCE 1869 


Terms of Concordat Be- 
tween Papacy and Italian 
State to Include Holy 
See’s Independence. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Feb. 2.—After an inter- 
im of 60 years, an Ecumenical 
Council shortly will be convoked 
by Pope Pius XI to meet in 1930, 
it is learned. Projected repairs and 
alterations to the nave of St. Pe- 
ter’s in anticipation of the meet- 
ing already are being considered 
by the Pontiff. 

More than 1000 Bishops and 
higher ecclesiastics from all over 
the world will attend the meeting, 
which will consider dogmatic mat- 
ters and possibly the Italo-Roman 
question. 

It is this last phase which gives 
the prospective council particular 
significance. The last Ecumenical] 
Council was that which adjourned 
in 1870, just one month after Ital- 
fan troops under Victor Emmanuel 
marched into Rome and the Pope 
began his self-imposed imprison- 
ment at the Vatican. 

Expects Solution by 1930. 

Not since then have the Bishops 
been called together in Ecumenical 
-—-which, simply, means “world- 
wide’’—council. In 1930, if the 
plang of the Pontiff do not go 
awry, thé problem which had its 
beginning at the adjournment of 
the last counci] will have lived its 
day arfd will have been solved, an 
auspicious occasion for work on 
dogma, which the Pontiff feels is 
highly necessary. 

While there has been no official 
Vatican announcempnt even as to 
the convoking o e Council, it is 
understood that the episcopal body 
may be asked to ratify the negotia- 
tions which have been concluded 
between representatives of the 
Pope and the Italian Government, 
looking to settlement of the con- 
troversy between the two. - These 
negotiations now await ratification 
by the two parties and provide for 
a large monetary indemnity of the 
Catholic Church, and a ceding to 
this church of a small but highly 
desirable tract of land east of the 
present Vatican grounds, 

Ratification of these negotia- 
tions by the Ecumenical Council 
would give them the seal of world- 
wide ecclesiastical approbation, 
and might therefore be regarded as 
greatly to be desired by the church 
authorities. ; 
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erated but in accordance with the 
laws.” 

Not only would the agreement 
guarantee complete liberty for the 
exercise of the Catholic religion, 
but it also would protect the state 
in the enforcement of decrees based 
on the Canon law. Religious con- 
gregations, however, wotld be con- 
sidered as incorporated companies. 
This would allow them to own 
property, inherit possessions and 
administer income without any sup- 
ervision on the part of the state.

Personally I 
think it would be far better to take 
achance on the importation of 
shoes than to have a duty on 
hides.”’ 


Rand's Summing Up. 

Rand, in his letter also stated 
that some of the smaller compa- 
nies were seeking protection from 
Czecho-Slovakian importationa. 
“Our company is trying as best it 
can to keep the prices of shoes 
within reach of the average purse,” 
he wrote, “and we are striving to 
sell Our products at the lowest 
prices that the hide and leather 
markets will permit. 

“If a tariff is placed on hides and 

leather, we believe that this will 
make for higher shoe prices and 
that the consumer will find a sub- 
Stantial increase in his shoe bill at 
the end of the year. 
“It is because of this thought 
that we are not joining in the re- 
quest for the tariff on shoes. We 
are trying to look at the matter in 
an unselfish way and follow along 
the lines of sound business princi- 
ples, taking into consideration the 
best interests of the country as a 
whole.”

The last Ecumenical Council was | 
the twentieth in the history of the | 
church, It was known as the 
“Vatican Council.” It was. at- 
tended by more than 7¥0 bishops, 
a number which probably will be 
more than doubled in 1930 as a 
result of bettered means of trans- 
portation. This Council proclaimed 
the doctrine of immaculate concep- 
tion and the infallibility of the 
Pope under the jeadership of Pope 
Pius IX. The last Ectimenical 
Council prior to that of 1870 was 
the Council of Trent, more than 
300 years earlier. 

The Pope, it was recalled today, 
studied the praspect of an Ecumen- 
fecal Counci! shortly after his as- 
cension to the pontifical throne in 
December, 1922. In 1923 he went 
into the project still deeper, study- 
ing the formation of various com- 
mittees {nto which the body would 
be eplit for its detailed work. Re- 
cently he is known to have become 
interested once more in a sitting of 
the Council), pérmnaps with the 
thought that it would be a crown- 
ing feature to settlement of the Ro- 
man question, if that should prove 
possible, 


From the Johnson letter it might 
be inferred that the Eastern man- 
ufacturer wanted a tariff on shoes 
in order to enable him to pay his 
workmen $1500 annually in the fu- 
ture.

FIGHT ON WORK 
T0 SENATE FLOOK 


His Report Censuring Re- 
newal of Sinc‘air Contract 
Beaten in Committee by 
Party Vote 7-6. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—By a 
strict party vote, 7 to 6, the Sen- 
ate Public Lands Commitee today 
rejected a report by Senator Walsh, 
(Dem.), Montana, censuring the 
Interior and Justice departments 
for their handling of the renewal 
of the Sinclair contract for Salt 
Creek royalty oil. Walsh,immedi- 
ately announced he would go be- 
fore the Senate next week and ask 
it to pass judgment on the re- 
port. 

The report contains severe 
language respecting the course pur- 
sued by Hubert Work, former 
Secretary of Interior and now 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, and of William 
J. Donovan, the assistant to the 
Attorney-General, who has been 
mentioned as a possible member 
of Hoover's cabinet. 

The Sinclair contract, originally 
let in 1922 by Albert B. Fall as 
Secretary of Interior, was renewed 
last January by Work as Secre- 
tary of Interior. It was canceled 
last October after a five month's 
beer arest or by the Department of 

ustice ‘under the direction of Don- 
ovan. ; 

By rejecting the Walsh report, 
the committee now has no report 
before it on the inquiry conducted 
last month into the renewal of the 
Sinclair contract but Chairman Nye 
one of those voting against Walsh, 
annonuced he might submit his 
own views later to the committee. 

Senator Glenn (Rep.) Illinois, 
who had prepared a report uphold. 
ing the administration in its han- 
dling of the contract renewal and 
its subsequent concellation, with- 
drew this upon the defeat of the 
Walsh report. It Walsh submits his 
report to the Senate, however, it is 
considered likely that Glenn will 
submit his also. 

Nye Defends Donovan. 

Commenting upon the commit- 
tee5s vote today, Nye declared in- 
dividual reasons had been  ex- 
pressed by those voting against the 
Walsh report but the action “does 
not necessarily mean any desire 
upon the part of those’ voting 
against the report to whitewash in 
any way the Interior and Justice 
Departments.” 

“T was opposed,” he said, “be- 
cause of the implied criticism of 


Donovan and others connected with 


the Department of Justice. I be- 
lieve the Department of Justice 
played 100 per cent on the square 
with its study of the validity of the 
royalty oi] comtract and that the 
department has not by its action 
invited ‘any criticism.”

DREHER DENIED GUILT 
IN FAREWELL LETTER 


He Said of Mrs. Leboeuf. 
and Himself.

FRANKLIN, La. Feb, 2.-—-A 
farewell message from Dr. Thomas 
E. Dreher, who was hanged yester- 
day with Mrs. Ada Bonner Leboeuf 
for the murder of her husband, 
was made public today by Eugene 
Dreher, his nephew. 

His body and that of Mrs, Le- 
boeuf were buried today, Dr. Dre- 
her's at Clinton, La., his boyhood 
home, and that of Mrs. Leboeug at 
Morgan City. 

Dr. Dreher’s letter was written 
on the eve of his execution. 

“As I sit here in my sad and 
ionely death cell tonight with an 
aching heart, I want to write my 
last message to the living people of 
this world who know something of 
this tragedy,” the message sald.

Please understand that I have 
consistently advocated that the 
first and most important step in 
the creation of this $2,000,000 
airport is to incorporate and co- 
ordinate all the items and fea- 
tures under the approved plan. 
Secondly, that the citymhould en- 
gage the services of experts 
technically qualified to advise on 
the needs of aviation in relation 
to airport construction and fa- 
ellities, 

Expert Needed. 

With this in mind, the Tech- 
nical Committee, in submitting 
a genéral plan of the airport, 

_ specifically recommended that 
technical experts be engaged by 
the city to assist the various city 
departments and to co-ordinate 
all details in a complete plan for 
submission to the Airport Com- 
mission. 

I am convinced that my point 
of view, as above expressed, is 
the logical policy essential to 
the success of the undertaking 
-—a policy which was followed 
before the city assumed control, 
and one which preserved the fu- 
ture integrity of the project. 

If you will concur to my point 
ef view as herein defined and so 
advise me, J will gladly comply 
with your request and withdraw 
my resignation.

FIND armnong my friends, as well 
[ as among those scribes whose 

pronouncements on theatrica! 
affairs I read, a disposition to as- 
sert that this, the most terrible 
dramatic season in the memory of 
man. ‘“This,”’ they parrotwise re- 
peat, “is the worst of all seasons:”’ 
There is absolutely nothing to see:” 
But I must insist that in spite of 
all the miseries that affiict the 
theater, the present New York Sea- 
con is not entirely contemptible. 
On the contrary, it has been 
starred with pieces that, while they 
may lack greatness, are sufficiently 
fine to deserve appreciation 
and support of intelligent persons 

I lately relieved some of the te- 
dium of a bout of grippe by mak- 
ing a list of plays seen by me 
which I can recommend to intel- 
ligent playgoers. I found that my 
list included fifteen pieces which 
could have been increased te. at 
least 20 if I had added to it cer- 
tain “smash hits’ that made less 
appeal to me than to many of my 
colleagues. Here they are, not in 
the order of their merit, but in the 
order in whitch I happened to copy 
their names out of the theatrical 
advertisements:

is “a general form of the laws of nature 
which harmonizes gravitation with elec- 
tro-dynamics’’is treated seriously by the 
New York World, which in a column 
editorial calls it “a world event of major 
importance.” 

The new theory, if provable at all by 
experiments in physics, is that gravity 
and electricity, if not the same force, are 
closely allied, and therefore that science 
should be able in some way to control 
gravity, as it does electricity. Of course, 
this would revolutionize mechanics and 
might have unforeseen possibilities upon 
human life itself. We are slaves to grav- 
itation, and so far it has been a complete 
mystery. 

It was in 1820 that Michael Faraday 
discovered the fact that an electric cur- 
rent passing through a coiled wire would 
cause the rotation of a bar of magnetized 
steel. This was the basis of the modern 
dynamo, and since then the scientists and 
inventors have played with the electric 
force and performed untold wonders. 
The latest is the letting loose of 5,000,- 
000 volts of artificial lightning in one 
bol*. 

But in all this time not one experi- 
menter has ever found any connection 
between electricity and gravitation. Nu- 
merous attempts have been made by 
dreamers, as they have been called, to 
Larness gravity and produce. perpetual 
motion machines. They have all been 
laughed at. But if gravity is a real and 
controllable force, might they not have 
been anticipating Einstein?

Mr. Coolidge 
himself was reluctant to describe the need for an 
escape from the low altitude of Washington until he 
himself was on the eve of leaving the White House. 
In consideration for his successors, he has on several 
occasions indicated he would be giad to sign a Dill 
for that purpose. 

Two minor obstacles to the passage of the legis- 
lation have been cleared away by the President. The 
first one, as to location, has been the subject of much 
discussion. Many good sites in the neighborhood of 
Washington were recommended, and a rivalry sprang 
up among surrounding States. The second was the 
question of expenditure. Mr. Coolidge has solved 
both problems by pointing out that, for the small 
sum of $25,000 or $30,000 the disused weather obser- 
vatory station of the Department of Agriculture 
might be transformed into just such a retreat as 
is needed. 

It is a happy suggestion. Mount Weather meets 
every requirement of altitude, environment and dis- 
tance from Washington. Only 85 miles from the 


capital, it is situated in a beautiful rolling country- 


side near Bluemont, Virginia. On the place is an 
excellent Colonial type brick residence with 16 rooms 
and six baths, as well as other structures which 
might easily be put into tip-top condition. The site 
furnishes fine opportunity for hunting, fishing and 
other sports and the fact that it is already owned by 
the Government would simplify its transfer for the 
President’s use. 

Thus far, the only emphatic opposition to Mr. 
Coolidge’s suggestion has come from Senator Warren 
of Wyoming, chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. We do not know the ground upon which 
the Senator bases his objections. If it is on the 
ground of economy (one bill suggested that $500,000 
be appropriated for the purpose), perhaps he will 
change his mind upon learning of the modest figure 
set by Mr. Coolidge for the rehabilitation of Mount 
Weather. But even if a greater sum than that were 
needed, it is false economy to deny to our Presidents 
a means of recreation which might represent the 
difference between health and invalidism. Senator 
Warren need only consult the comments on the pro- 
posal by Chief Justice Taft, Admiral Grayson, Wood- 
row Wilson’s physician, and Col. Coupal, Mr. Cool- 
idge’s physician, to realize that it amounts to that. 

A number of bills and resolutions are pending in 
Congress to put Mr. Coolidge’s suggestion into effect. 
All of them were prepared before the President’s 
concrete proposal of Mount Weather. In every case, 
the location of country retreat is left for further 
consideration. None of these bills are suitable, since 
the appointment of a commission to select a site 
would make it impossible to get action before March 
4. A new bill should be prepared enrbodying Mr. 
Coolidge’s idea of utilizing the Mount Weather estate, 
and it should be pressed for immediate passage.

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REAPPORTIONMENT IN MISSOURI.

There has been no reapportionment in Missouri in 
27 years, though the Constitution says there must 
be one every 10 years. It provides that in case the 
Legislature is unable to agree upon reapportionment 
the Governor, Attorney-General and Secretary of 
State may reapportion the State. This happened 
when the last reapportionment was made. The Leg- 
islature failed to agree, whereupon Gov. Alexander

The best promise that Missouri is on the road of 
progress is the assurance that the effort to pork 
barrel the road bond fund and obstruct the plans to 
complete the highway system will be defeated in the 
House of Representatives. It is stated that the rep- 
resentatives from the cities and progressive represen- 
tatives from the rural districts have combined to form 
# majority amply sufficient to overcome the reac- 
tionaries and carry on wise legislation providing for 
the expenditure of the bond money. 

As there can be no peace without a will to peace 
on the part of the people, so there can be little or no 
progress for the State until the will to progress exists 
in the people and their representatives. In this re- 
spect an unhappy situation has existed in Missouri 
for years past. There have been in the legislature 
blocs of members from backward counties of the 
State, combined with those representing selfish in- 
terests, which have defeated progressive legislation. 
There has been a lack of progressive leadership 
strong enough to overcome the obstructionists and 
to arouse the people to a realization of the State's 
needs. In the case of the road bonds, the bloc of 
obstructionists in the House was not large enough 
to dominate action. The members who would delay 
or defeat the wise plans have been exposed by name. 
The light of publicity has been thrown upon their 
identity and motives. The progressives in the Legis- 
lature have been aroused, and we believe they are 
backed by a large majority of the people. 

Gov. Caulfield has given proof of progressive lead- 
ership. He has not only recommended sound meas- 
ures of reform, but has actively supported them with 
his power and influence. A continuation of leader- 
ship of this kind will not only strengthen the will 
to progress among the people, but will rally the pro- 
gressive forces in the Legislature to the support of 
good measures.

It was not merely glittering gold that made the 
historical Golden Ages of thé Greeks, the Romans 
and the Elizabethans, but a composite of things ma- 
terial, esthetic and spiritual.

We know more than they about the 
misery, the poverty, the physical and mental 
torture that war has caused and we are 
quite as eager to see it prevented in the 
future. Where we differ with the pacifists 
is in refusing to believe that disatmament 
would be a solution. On the contrary, we 
believe that disarmament as a remedy would 
be immeasurably worse than the disease. 

We base this belief upon the lessons 
of history. I think I hear the pacifists 
object: “Oh, we Know all about history and 
the wars of history.

But history is con- 
cerned with the people of distant aves, who 
were. less civilized than we are. The his- 
tory of ancient times has nothing to do 
with the present.”” In other words. the pa- 
cifists virtually endorse Henry Ford's fa- 
mous aphorism, “History is bunk.’ 

The militarists have more respect for 
history. We hold the past record of man- 
kind to be the only test by which we may 
predict the probable behavior of ‘aankind 
in the future. Contrary to the statements 
of the pacifists, there has been no vssential 
change in the nature of maa which could 
be expected to exempt him from the rules 
of human conduct that have obtained in 
the past. History shows that he has not 
Changed, either physically, mentally. moral- 
ly, Or spiritually, since the days of ancient 
Greece. We doubt, therefore, that he is 
any more “civilized.” Has the twentieth 
cenutry produced any greater orator than 
Demosthenes, any greater genera' states- 
man, and lawgiver than Julius Ca*sar, any 
greater poet than Homer, any greater scuip- 
tor than Praxiteles, any more versatile 
genius than Leonardo da Vinci? What evi- 
dence can the pacifists offer to prove the 
intellect and emotions of modern man have 
reached a higher state than those of past 
ages? é 


W: MILITARISTS deplore the evils of 


The fighting instinct was present in the 
earliest man and in all the stages of his de- 
velopment it has not disappeared. The use 
of armed force has always been a necessary 
adjunct of property—either for its seizure 
Or its protection. Doubtless as sodn as the 
primitive savages acquired poss¢ssions— 
such as wives, children, food and shelter 
—they found that they had to fight to 
protect them from theft by other savages. 
Later, when tribes were formed and villages 
built, each tribe arranged for the co-opera- 
tive protection of its property as a whole 
against the inroads of other marauding 
tribes. Eventually the villages grew into 
walled cities, protected by soldiers, and 
then the cities banded together in nations. 
In every instance an armed force was nec- 
essary, for the same reason that a modern 
bank has to build walls around the money 
deposited in it. 

As long as the nations maintained their 
armaments, they were able to resist outside 
attacks and live in security and peice. But 
as the nations grew wealthy they came to 
abhor war, and for that r@ason refused to 
keep up their armaments. The ba: barians 
were lying in wait for them, and as soon 
as they saw signs of weakness and neglect, 
invaded and overthrew them. By means 
of adequate armament, Egypt maintained 


her greatness for over four thousand years 
—a far longer period than any other na- 
tion can boast. She rose to wealth and 
greatness by a combination of industry and 
intelligence, under armed protection; but 
with wealih came decadence, inadequate 
armament, and a terrible ruin. Greece, 
Carthage, Rome, and Constantinopie fell in 
the same manner. 


In more recent history, it has been plain 
that the nations which have been most 
careful in keeping up their armaments have 
nearly always been the ones that have 
achieved the most in civilization and pros- 
-perity. Do I hear some pacifist insisting 
that the history of Germany is ‘ust the 
reverse—that Germany tried the armament 
scheme and went down in the dust? Let 
me point out that Germany could not have 
been dragged down if she had rot first 
climbed up, and that she climbed up by 
the use of armaments. It was by this means 
that little Brandenburg and Prussia de- 
veloped into the great Empire of Germany. 
Unarmed, Germany would have falien much 
sooner than she did. 


The progress of civilization has been ac- 
companied by a constant succession of wars. 
We militarists hold that war is an inevit- 
able result of progress, not just’a coinci- 
dence. If all the people of the world had 
lived separately, had scattered over its sur- 
face without combining into bands and na- 
tions and without progressing from the 
earliest state of man, there woujd have 
been no wars. We believe that as long 
as property—individual or nationa!i—exists, 
there will be attempts to steal it and need 
of an armed force to protect it. 


The pacifists wish us to assume that the 
world has learned its lesson from the last 
great war and that the presen: desire for 
peace is so general and overwhelming that 
it must have a great effect. But the desire 
for peace is nothing new, nor is it any 
stronger than it has been in the rast. Ig- 
noring the evidence of history to the con- 
trary, the world has always believed, at the 
termination of each devastating conflict. 
that permanent peace had at last been 
achieved. Several times an internat onal as- 
sociation of nations has been established 
to make permanent peace doubly certain. 
The League of Nations was anticipated sev- 
eral centuries ago by Henry IV of France, 
who devised the “Confederation o} Chris- 
tian Nations,” and tried to establisn itasa 
means of abolishing war. The England of 
Victoria's reign firmly believed that the 
Crimean War was the last great conflict 
the world would suffer. Coming to our 
own country, I speak with full knowledge 
when I say that from the end of our Civil 
War until 1898, the desire for permanent 
peace and the belief that it had been 
achieved were far more profound than they 
are at present: 

At that time, even the army and nary 
believed that the mythical era of “teace on 
earth, good will toward men” pad arrived 
It is true that in 1881 the navy persuaded 
Congress to make an appropriation for four 
new steel ships—the “Chicago,” “Atlanta.”

formulate rules and lend its assist- 
ance to promoters of these events. 
This was in 1901, when Alexander 
Winton again displayed his flair 
for speed and reduced the mile 
record to 1 minute and 6 2-5 sec- 
onds at Detroit, Oct. 24. This time 
was brought within the minute- 
time nearly one month later. Henry 
Fournier in a Mors flashed over 
the Coney Island boulevard in 
514-5 seconds. The significance 
of this accomplishment lay in that 
it was the first attempt at racing 
over a straightaway course in this 
country. 

Then two names that have be- 
come synonymous with the speed- 
ing motors loom into history’s 
vista. Barney Oldfield and Tom 
Cooper appear in 1902 driving ‘wo 
cars they had bought from Henry 
¥ord, one the famed 999. At once 
Barney began his record-shatter- 
ing exploits that continued for 
nearly two decades. He immedi- 
ately battered Winton’s mile rec- 
ord by covering the dirt circult in 
J minute and 13-5 seconds at 
Yonkers in May, ,1903. Oldfield 
ever thirsted for conquests and 
tasted success repeatedly. He was 
the first man to drive the mile-dirt 
track at a mile-a-minute clip. The 
achievement was made at Indian- 
apolis in June, 1903. The promoter 
of this feat was Carl G. Fisher, one 
of the founders of the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway. 

While. American pilots were 
shooting at speed records on circu- 
lar tracks and _e straightaway 
co rses, their European contem- 
@poraries were carrying forwerd the 
sport to new achievments in road 
racing, that picturesque, difficult 
and always highly dangerous ie- 
partment of the sport. The speed 
of 50 miles an hour as average for 
ea long distance was exceeded by 
Fournier, May 29, 1901, when he 
drove hia Mors 829.78 miles over 
the Paris-Bordeaux route at 53.3 
miles an hour A slight increase 
was recorded the following year. 
On July 31, Jardott covered the 
Circuit des Ardennes in his Pan- 
hard, a distance of 320 miles, at 
64.3 miles an hour. 

The following yer. witnessed the 
increase of rate cf travel to pe- 
yond the mile-a-minute speed for 
road racing in Europe. Gabriel in 
a Mors covered the 242 miles of 
the distance between Paris and 
Madrid on May 24 at 65.3 miles an 
hour. This was a race beset with 
innumerable difficulties, The fatali- 
ties were so numerous, in fact, that 
it was ended at Bordeaux. Starting 
in the 16&th position. the winner 
performed the virtual miracle of 
them 


wrecked by the roadside. 

To return to America: Automo- 
bile racing on this side of the rea 
received fresh impetus with the in- 
stitution of the Vanderbilt Cup 
races. They began in 1904 and 
continued until 1916, eleven events 
tn all. 
in that year by its donor, William 
K. Vanderbilt Jr.. who felt that it 
had served its purpose of assisting 
in the development of the automo- 
bile. The winner of the last race, 


Dario Resta, was killed at Brook- | 


lands, England, in 1924. 
A foreign series which was 


to gain considerable prestige, the 
Grand Prix of the Automobile Club 
of France, dates back to 1906. The 
first was held over the Le Mans 
circuit, July 26 and 27 of that 
year. Szisz In a Renault was the 
winner. Nazarro in a Fiat was 
second. In 1907 Nazarro was the 
winner. In 1908, Germany won 
the first three places. Lauten- 
schalger in a Mercedes placed first. 
His average for 478 miles was 
68.9 miles an hour. 

During the World War the Grand 
Prix was discontinued, but it was 
resumed at Le Mans in June, 1921, 
as the first important road _ race 
after the war. The winner was the 
American, Jimmy Murphy, driving 
a Duesenberg. Tire changes con- 
tinued to be the difficulty encoun- 
tered, and one drives in this race 
changed 14 times. 

toad «racing was popular in 
America from 1909 to 1916, par- 
ticularly in California, Chicago 
succeeded in making it attractive 
with races at Crown Point. Ind., 
under the sponsorship of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Club. The first 
winner was Louis Chevrolet. This 
venture was succeeded by the 
course at Elgin, Ill, where both 
the Chicago Motor Club and the 
Chicago Automobile Club promet- 
ed races. Stock car events flour- 
{shed there and Ralph Mulford, 
Len Zengel, Ralph de Palma and 
others gained fame, 

While road racing was flourish- 
ing in Europe, the era of the speed- 
way had begun in America.

It was hile European design 
ers were wrestling with this varied 
problem that Elwood Haynes be- 
gan to build the second American 
motor car in 1894. In his effort 
he was assisted by the Apperson 
boys, Edgar and Elmer, who early 
exhibited a hankering for mechanil- 
cal tinkering. 

In weight per horsepower, the 
engine of that first Haynes car 
comes close to setting a world’s 
record, It weighed 900 pounds and 
delivered one-horsepower when 
performing at its best. 

In 1896 he built the first really 
“radical” innovation in the form of 
a two-cylinder, opposed, valve-in- 
head, four-cycle engine. It devel- 
oped four horsepower and, what is 
more to the point, it weigred only 
$00 pounds, 110 of which was given 
over to the flywheel. 

In Europe horsepowers had 
crept up until they were shead of 
those in America. It was a four- 
horsepower Panhard that Levassor 
drove to victory in the first Euro- 


these motors were a bit more dur- 
able and reliable than those in the 
United States, for all the'r short- 
comings, is indicated in the fact 
that this race covered a distance 
of 732 miles, which Levassor cov- 
ered at an average speed of 14.91 
miles an hour. 

Pioneering along with Duryea 
and Haynes in motor car develop- 
ment was Charles B. King, who, 
as it were, broke things wide open 
in 1894 with a frequently, at least, 
horseless carriage that had a four- 
cylinder engine. The terminology 
appHed to King’s car has 4 very 
familiar ring today in some re- 
spects. For instance, there was 
the detachable cylinder head, a 
five-bearing crankshaft, tubular 
chassis members and the like. 

In 1902, King brought out the 
Silent Northern. Three point en- 
gine suspension. an engine and 
transmission designed as a unit and 
a planetary gearset were features 
of this poetically named product. 
In 1927 a straight-eight muker set 
the engine of his car at an angle 
in order that the drive shaft would 
form a straight line from engine 
to final drive. King did it first in 
1902. 

All of these cars, in both this 
country and Europe, were two- 
passenger affairs, the runabouts 
that since have been transmuted 
into the roadsters of today.

PONTIAC, Mich., Feb. 2.—News- 
papers, g0od roads and modern 
trucks are in a natural alliance 
which may, during 1929, contrib- 
ute. powerfully to a reduction of 
“America’s high merchandise dis- 
tribution costs—estimated at 609 
per cent by most economists—in 
the opinion of Paul W. Seiler, pres- 
ident of the General Motors Truck 
Co. 

“A year from now,” he said, “‘we 
may speak of 1929 as the year that 
wiped out distances. To do that is 
one of the greatest opportunities 
this year brings to American bus!- 
ness. In facing our part of the op- 
portunity, we of the truck industry 
find ourselves allied with the news- 


papers of this country by the very | 


op i 


mutuality of our aims and plans. 


Vastly freer movement of com- 


modities between city and what is 
still called “country.” is a basic 
factor, Seiler contends, in any real 
reduction of the distribution costs. 

“There is a fundamental trend,” 
he continued, which none of us has 
yet calculated accurately, and 
which very few businesses have 
even started to use, toward tre- 
mendous expansion in the influ- 
ence-areas of cities. The growth 
and influence-expansion of news- 
papers illustrates that quite clcar- 
ly, I think. 

“This trend is apt to be more 
sharply defined !n 1929 than in 
any previous year and, perhaps, 
than in any single year to come. 

“Therein lies ripe opportunity 
for the manufacturer who would 
eut his distribution costs. And an 
equally golden opportunity for the 
great city merchandising estab- 
lishments which must find ways to 
increase their armies of custom- 
ers in order to use the full poten- 
tials of their remarkable organiza- 
tions. 

“The merchandising and storage 
facilities are in the cities. Outside 
the cities are vast new salesfields 
of people as modern-minded and as 
modern-pursed as any who iive 
within formal city-limits. Com- 
munication is already established, 
influence is already created and 
functioning, by progressive news- 
papers. 

“Cutting distances and time, get- 
ting full and free flow of commodi- 
ties between the great, modern ‘in- 
mer-city’ and the rich ‘outer-city’ Is 
the final link. 

“And that pulls us squarely back 
to paved roads of quality and quan- 
tity both adequate—a cause in 
which newspapers are doing some 
ef the most effective fighting.” 

Modern trucks have already con- 
tributed a great deal today this re- 
sult, Seiler declares but adds that 
their full use in the basic industry 
of commercial transportation can- 
mot really begin until adequate 
road-building programs are a reali- 

“Movement from the cities out- 
ward will automatically bring 
greater movement of commodities 
inward to the cities. And this will, 
quite naturally, aid in solving some 
of the farmers’ problems.

Germantown Cricket Club, made fa- 
mous around the world as a center of 
American tennis activities. 

The organist sat before the console, 
playing the usual pre-wedding num- 
bers. In the church the Rev. A. R. 
Van Meter, secretary of the Protestant 
Episcopal Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
awaited the bridal party. 

Just before the wedding time ar- 
rived a friend of the family announced 
that the ceremony had been postponed 
until 8 p. m. Most of the visitors, 
several of whom came from Pittsburg, 
New York and Washington, left the 
church, had dinner and returned about 
7:30 p. m. 

Once more the music incidental to 
a wedding was played. Once more 
Rev. Van Meter took his place in the 
choir room to await the wedding party. 
The choir of the church filed into its 
place and sang a few songs. 

The guests became nervous. Many 
of them moved from their seats to the 
outside of the church, peering anxious- 
ly up and down for some sign:‘of the 
approaching party. 

At a few minutes before 8& o'clock a 
member of the bride's family an- 
nounced that the wedding would not 
be held. The relatives ga‘’c no rea- 
son for the cancellation of the cere- 
mony and the guests left the church in 
bewilderment.

“TI have been acquainted with Miss 
Swain for more than six years, acting 
as her financial adviser and personal 
friend, and during that time I came to 
know her as a very high-strung and 
temperamental woman,” he said, the 
day after her death. 

“A purely psychological motive has 
actuated Miss Swain’s taking her life 
in such a manner. She was getting 
well on toward middle age and this 
was her first love affair in quite a few 
years. The happiness and ecstasy 
which she had felt in preparing for 
her marriage so upset her that while 
she was alone for about a half-hour in 
her large home her feelings became too 


much for her, overpowering her 
reason. 
“Miss Swain could not bear any 


thought of this great happiness being 
ruined, so she evidently took the best 
way to keep that happiness forever.” 


OWEVER, all the theories and 
H stories of the ‘‘psychological sul- 

cide’’ were’ swept aside by the 
real explanation of the affair, as de- 
veloped by James McColgan, a county 
detective, who was put on the case a 
short time after the tragedy. 

A few days ago he completed his 
case, arrested Paul Baird, charging 
him with perjury in describing him- 
self as single when he applied for a 
marriage license, and told why Miss 
Swain took her life within three hours 
of the time fixed for her wedding. 


Baird, an electrical engineer of 
Wilkinsburg, near Pittsburg, has 
been indicted by the grand jury

ful” son, Vivian, cast an enduring 
black shadow over the lives of the 
three child actors who originated the 
title role in the play which was the 
hit of the nineties. 

Moreover, Vivian himself has at one 
time or another given evidence that 
Little Lord Fauntleroy was pretty 
much of a curse on his life. 

Wallace Eddinger, who, from the 
age of 7 to 9, was forced under pa- 
rental duress to impersonate the ‘‘per- 
fect child,”"’ announced that. he had 
been “‘persecuted’’ by Fauntleroy head- 
vines for 40 years, in an interview given 
shortly before his recent death. No 
matter how well he played his subse- 
quent theatrical roles, all the public 
seemed to think about was his Faunt- 
leroy past, he complained. Just as the 
actor predicted, his obituary notices 
featured the little lord whose irritating 
shadow he had failed to escape in life. 

Tommy Russell, the second mem- 
ber of the Fauntleroy triumvirate, 
who died a few months ago, forsook 
the stage for football and later the 
insurance business; but he was never 
able to escape the influence of ‘‘mam- 
ma'’s boy.” The world shouted 
“Dearest at him when he made touch- 
downs for the College of the City of 
New York; and when he put over a big 
-business deal the headlines reverted to 
the little lord and the public snickered 
about golden curls and lace collars. 


LSIE LESLIE, the only feminine 

member of the original American 

Fauntieroys, found that her suc- 
cesa at the age of § in Mrs. Burnett's 
play proved an albatross around her 
neck when she sought success in 
grownup roles. The headline writers 
_pever missed the tieup with the little 
Lord Fauntleroy, despite her bitter 
protests. The notices of her marriage 
to Willlam Jefferson Winter, son of 
the dramatic critic, and the subsequent 


divorce stil] featured Mre. Burnett's 
hero. When she retired from the 
stage and went to live in Europe, 


Fauntleroy jumped into the headlines 
again. ‘I have a little shadow that 
goes in‘and out with me; and what 
can be the use of him is more than I 
can see,’ she quoted in a recent inter- 
view, bitterly complaining that she had 
never been able to secure popular 
judgment on her own merits. 

Vivian Burnett, whose ‘‘splendor of 
mind and noble friendliness’’ as a 
child of 7 inspired his mother to write 
“Little Lord Fauntleroy,’’ had his 
troubles, too. 

“It seems as though thousands of 
men had complained to me because 
their mothers made them wear velvet 
Fults and Jong curls like Fauntleroy’s, 
Wistfully remarked the middle-aged, 
round-faced, baid-headed man who was 
“the beautiful angel’’ his mother wrote 
about. “As a matter of fact, I don't 
remember seeing anyone dressed in 


velvet suits, with sashes and lace col- 
lars and curls, except my brother and 
myself. At school, of course, lots of 
people made fun of us because we were 
dressed differently; but we tried to be 
normal boys. 

“Everyone I met would say, ‘So this 
is littke Lord Fauntleroy.

Coming out of the Straits of 
Molucca from the west or. the 
northwest, one must pass through 
a channel perhaps a thousand 
yards broad, between the island 
of Pulo-Penang on the west and 
the sandy coast of the peninsula 
of Molucca 

In order to enter the harbor 
the ship is forced to round the 
north side of Pulo-Penang with 
helm hard a-starboard, great care 
being taken not to run too far 
to port owing to the danger of 
running aground on the flat shore 
When safely round this corner 
the mouth of the harbor is visible. 
a kind of bottle-neck There is. 
indeed, an opening to the south, 
but that can only be used by shal- 
low-draught ships. 

On the island itself, inside. the 
bay, is the town of Georgetown 
with the harbor buildings. On the 
north side stands an old fort, 
which we had not to reckon with. 
as it was of completely obsolete 
construction 

We must now imagine an ene- 
my warship entering the harbor, 
engaging the anchored warships, 
and having, in order to. leave 
again, to turn in the narrow space 
of the harbor. Through our own 
activities against merchant ship- 
ping we had to reckon with the 
fact that there would certainly be 
a large number of merchant ships 
lying in the harbor, which would 
still further limit the space for 
turning. 


Fk’, AS was easily possible, there
